Until Jast Wednesday, George Zuk didn't know much more about 
Microphones than how to turn them on. 

Then a fire in the Fulton Building in Pittsburgh shat off WEEP’s 
broadcast transmission. And Zuk. a radio engineer at the WEEP 
AM transmitter in the Wildwood section of Hampton. showed he 
could come through. 

Zuk, of Pittsburgh, said: 

“I stuck a mike into the system and started running the standby 
tapes. I can't even remember what I ran except for a couple of 
Mac: Davis things. 

Anyway, what seared me was all that dead air while I was 
changing the tapes. 1 started saying anything I could think of 
Anything. 

“I talked about the weather, I gave the call letters of the station 


T told them who the Pirates were playing that night. 

Later in the day, Zuk was rescued by a visitor who played his 
Tecords over the air, 

Zuk and Mike Metrovich, also of Pittsburgh. form the entire 
Tadio engineering crew at the 50.000-watt transmitter on West 
Bardonner Road. Their job, sunrise to sundown, is maintenance 
and operations. 

All the broadcasts usually originate from the Fulton Building. 

Metrovich, who was checking the levels at the FM WEEP 
transmitter on Troy Hill, didn't even know about the fire when he 
called the studio to report trouble. He said: 

; ee got no answer. No answer at a radio studio! I couldn't believe 
it! 1 figured, this is just like in the movies. They must ‘ve dropped a 
bomb on Pittsburgh!” . 

WEEP, a station that features country western music {1080 AM: 
108 FM), sends signals to its Troy Hill transmitter by telephone 
cable. They are relayed to the Hampton site by microwave. 

Four antennae are at the site. George and Mike turn on the 
power at sunrise, then take care of the technical details of trans- 
mission during the day 

George never figured he'd get closer to broadcasting than just 
that. Then came the fire and his stint as isc jockey for a day. 

“Not too bad,” he said ‘ 

“Except for all that dead air”

For a) Gerurate, sclentifie comparlecn ¢f recelvero, momm will insist that 
miy receivers of s particular type or wabtype should ba evaluated together. 
In our cane, whether the receiver ba portable, & commimications receiver, 
AM-Pe, BOR only, #tc., we ore interested in how the reewiver compares to some 
generolly-knowm ond generally-accepted criterion. Partshles are generally 
compared to the Renlistio THF, which is the most popular and very close to 
tho beat of that genre. Cospunleeatione receivers are compared to the "state 
af the €Ft". ihe Hemaflind HO-285, Sometioee othr wtendards are used. 
Similarly, miltitend portables may be compared to the Grundig line, althou h 
this line Le Jesse widely mom. 


If a multiband communications receiver is compared to an HQ-180, it is not 
because it will fall short, but rather because most DXers know something of 
an HQ-180, even if all they know is that a large number of DXers use them, 

and hear good DX on them. It is a standard, and thus, comparisons can be 
made which are meaningful to the DXer. Such a comparison by a veteran BCB 
DXer, will be worth more by far to the potential buyer than a product summary. 
a specification sheet, or an advertisement. Why? Because it suits his an- 
ticipated application. 


Along the sone lines, there are oifer sortie of standarde reloting to what o 
rig ie designed to do.

All clears should be o>ened to daytimers out- 
side the main channel occupant's zroundwave reach (say 400 miles land or1,0@miles seawater).

The short article reprinted in the Oct. 10 DX NEWS "Broadcasting not Re- 
stricted to 5kHz" deserves to be much longer. My old Blaupunkt Bremen automobile radio has 
good audio response, and it is a treat to hear how much good aulio is broadcast in AM. I called 
the CE of the highest fidelity 4M station in my area, WCAS-740, & he told me the limit on the 
highest frequency they broadcast was set by the telephone line between studio and XR, which was 
supposed to be 15k or so. Most aM stations routinely broadcast mx to at least 7k. However, 
there is a reason why AM receivers have such poor audio response - the 10k whistle from the 
station on the next channel. During the day my Blaupunkt sounds wonderful, but around one 
hour before SSS I start to hear this shrill whistle, even on strong local stations. There is 
a tone switch to eliminate it, but I have a lowlspeaker with a tweeter cone, so I can still 
hear that annoying whistle. Easiest way for a radio designer to eliminate this problem is to 
design low fidelity detectors and amplifiers in his AM radios. The right way is to include a 
10k noteh filter in the circuit, as McKay/Dymek does. On an SW broadcast RX we would want to 
have a 5k filter, while standard % IF broadcast RXes for use in Zurope would need a 9k filter. 
As DXers we have to be aware that high audio frequencies are being broadcast and no amount of 
filtering will remove this sideband splash when we are trying to hear split channels, or DX 
right next to local stations. Only careful use of the null of your loop antenna will help. 
We can be grateful when stations are broadcasting tele-talk shows, since they take u. much less 
space on the dial & let DX stations get through on adjacent channels. (Please double-space, 
Michael?? -ERC)

However, most Philippine 
stations seem to s/off around 11pm, or at least by midnight. These signoffs are really some- 
tning to hear. You get the call letters, frequency, studio and transmitter location, network, 
names of the entire staff and owners, and sometimes the license number. And the National an- 
then. Of course, calls are used very frequently, so no problem to identify. In Manila and 
Cebu, many of the statiins use English, although some alternate between Tagalog, Visayan, and 
English. In Mindaneo, the local languages are usually used. I drove by a studio and tower 
with sign reading "DXOC-1490 ~ Ozamiz Sity". How would that suit you for a Dx catch? That 
was on Mindaneo. Actually that station uses 1510. The programming throughout the islands 
is American style with emphasis on disco type music and a salsa beat. They also love Elvis. 
Girl singers predominate. In tuning the dials, many hets are encountered, as a number of the 
smaller Philippine stations use split frequencies.

when two Class IV stations were authorized to ashington, D.C. in the early 40's, 
the Foc authorized trem to install synchronous boosters to help cover the District of Columbia 
better. WINX, the station on 1340 ke/s. (now WFAN, formerly wOOX) was located at 8th and I 
Streets, N.W., and they operated a booster on the campus of American University some distance 
out into the Korthwest section of the District. That cooster was simply an RF amplifier, re- 
ceiving the main station on a sensitive loop antenna in the "cone of silence" of the retrans- 
mitting set-up and being wmplified and rebroadcast by a vertical longwire, on a smokestack. 
WWDC first began operations on the Class IV channel that is now 1450 ke/s. In the late 40's 
WHDC and WOL exchanged frequencies. The original WWDC tower (Now sOL's) is on a rooftop a 
few blocks N of the Capitol juilding downtown. Thuy opera_ted two boosters, one in NW Wash- 
ington, and the other in nearby Virginia. They were fed in an unusual way. The station 
leased wires from Western Union, several of them in a group, and actually "forced" the 1450 
ke/s. RF signal through them to the other end, several miles away, where it was reprocessed 
and amplified by the oooster transmitter at each location. In the late 40's, the FCC can- 
celed these authorizations, to INK & WWDC- 

For years, Westinghouse operated WBZ in Doston and WBZA in Springfield, synchron- 
ized with each other. /32 had 50,000 watts and WBZA was 1,000 watts. WBZ had originally 
begun ope.ations in Springfield, Mass. in 1921 and it had been moved to Boston shortly there- 
after and BZA was put on in Springfield, synchronized with WBZ. Westinghouse began expand- 
ing their broadcast holdings in the 50's, and WBZA became a bar to acquiring a seventh AM 
station, since the FCC limits a single licensee to seven AM stations, so in the early 60's, 
NBZA was taken off the air. 

At one time, WSAI, Cincinnati, operated a booster in the downtown area because 
their main transmitter didn't adequately cover that area. We don't know whether it is still 
in operation, but doubt it. In these days when boosters and satellite stations, as well as 
translators are common on TV x FM bands, it is interesting to note that the AM band used to 
have their share, too-
